The Red Cross Fires Must Be Kept Burning in Order that Its Ob- 
ligations to the Ex-Service Men, their Dependents and the Public 
May Be Fulfilled. 


COSHOCTON CQUNTY_ CHAPTER WORK. 


Daring the year ending August 31, 1924, the Coshoc- 


ton County Chapter has adhered to the program of as- 
sisting in handling the cases of ex-service men. or their 
dependents, as they come in contact with some one of the 
Government Departments or Bureaus. 
•• 


At the time of the last report there -were 624 ca"=e« 


in the files of this Chapter and since that report 41 new 
cases have been added making a total of cases at this 
date. 66-5. These cases involve questions of great va- 
riety and frequently entail voluminous correspondence 
before a satisfactory adjustment of the matter is reach- 
ed. 


It is a part of tie duty of the Red Cross to prepare 


and file with the United States Veterans' Bureau claims 
for compensation of men who were in any degree dis- 
abled by reason of wonnds, gas, sfceil shock, exposure 
or sickness. In connection -with these claims the prepara- 
tion of the necessary evidence in support of these claims 
has become no small part of the Red Cross -work. 


The Ked Cross has also oeea active ia secniisg medi- 


cal examination and medical care, hospitalization and 
surgical attention, for these cjen pending the adjust- 
ment of their claims by the Veterans' Bureau. la cases 
that nave not yet feeea brought to the attention of the 
Veterans' Bureau, or Ja cases not yet adjusted, when 
immediate surgical operation or hospital care were neces- 
sary, the Sed Cross has authorized the service and 
guaranteed the payaaenr' of b!Hs and te continuing such 
emergency service Ja all such, cases. The Red Cross 
also provides medical attention for ex-service men, or 
their dependents Ja emergency cases where no claim 
for government compensation exists and none could be 
established. 
The Red Cross also provides emergency 


susteaaace for ex-service niea aad their dependents pend- 


ing the adjustment of claims for compensation where 
necessity is found lo exist-- 


Some idea of the extent to which ex-service men. 


and their dependents, avail themselves of Red Cross serv- 
ice is shown by the statement that for the 12 months 
ending August 31, 1924, Iu79 calls were made at the 
local Red Cross offices and in every instance service of 
some sort or character was rendered. The matters pre- 
sented involved all kicds of questions v.iih all sorts of 
angles. These figures do not include telephone calls, or 
calls made in person from this oSce. A great many of 
the men also have and are availing themselves of Re>l 
Cross assistance »n executing and filing ihesr blanks for 
the adjusted compensation recently authorised by Con- 
gress.

The trouble may be 
caused by some water ;*-at has frozen <n one of the gasoline lines. If you 
have a special faspHne filter bet-AC-MI the gasoline tank and the carburetor, 
you YkiH have noticed \\htr. cleaning it out that there was usually a sma'l 
aiaoasst of water drawn off wish the 
sediment. Now during the 
months, this water docs not trouble 
you very much, but during the cold 
weather it may cause a great deal of 
trouble by freezing in the line and 
blocking "the flow of gasoline from 
the tank to the carburetor. Some- 
times the water collects at the bottom 
of- the xacuuoi tank, sometimes la 
the line between the vacuum tank and 
the carburetor and sometimes in the 
fioat chamber of the carburetor. 


To protect yourscif against trou- 


ble from this source draw otr about 
half a pint of gasoline from the bot- 
tom of the gasoline tank and the 
same amount from the bottom of the 


vacuum tank and the carbureior. This precaution taken about every six 
•weeks daring the freezing weather will practically eliminate any possibility 
of blocked gasoline hr.es. 


During the warra weather the temperature ot the air is hot enough 


to vaporize the gasoi'ne mixture, but during the cold weather it is neces- 
sary to heat the mixture in some way. This is usually done by means of 


a stove i\ii:ch fits around the exhaust 
manifold and is connected to the air 
intake of the carburetor. There is 
a band on the air intake on the car- 
buretor that covers or uncovers a. 
series of holes and enables you to 
control the amou::t of hot air tskcn 
into the carburetor. \Vhen tHis band 
covers the holes, all air being taken 
Into the carburetor is heated, but 
when the bard is turned round to un- 
cover the holes, cold air is taken :n. 
Xow that the cold -weather is here. 
the band on the air intake must be 
turned to cover the holes so that the 
sir being taken into the carburetor is 
heated. 


If thi gasoline mixture is not 


heated, it enters the cylinders in the icnn of big blebs of gasoline and is 
not completely i-urncJ. The result of this is that the motor loses power 
and the oil in the crankcase K destroyed by being diluted with this unburned 
gasoline which is drawn down into the crankcasc past the piston rings. 
In addition to this, you will find that the engine carbons up very quickly 
and jou may also have trouble with the spa-k plugs sooting up and causing 
misfiring. 
To make starting easier it is usually necessary to adjust the carburetor 


so that the mixture is made slightly richer for the cold weather but before 
doing this it is wise to make certain that all joints between the carburetor 
and the intake rnanifo'd are air tight. A slight air leak during the warm 
ucather will nor be noticed, because most carburetors are tuned up so 
that they arc a !i:t!e richer than absolutely necessary. During the cpid 
weather, however, even a small a;r leak \vill make the engine very hard to 
start anil will make it pract-caily impossible to get the engine to idle s'owly. 
The easiest way to test for air leaks is to rli an oil can with gasoline then 
while the engine is running, squirt a little gasoline around each of the 
joints between the carburetor and irtskc manifold. If you notice that the 
engine speeds up a little when you squirt sonic gasoline around one par- 
ticular joint, then you know that :t is allowing air to leak in. Try tighten- 
ing the joint. If this docs not cure ihe trouble, you will have to remove 
the manifold and fit a new copper casket. Sr-n-.ct:mc5 if :he leak is a very 
small one it ran be stepped by painting the joint with some shellac. It is 
better, however, to fit a new gasket and cure the trouble permanently.

fully. Tbooais. although but 32, has 
been ^ound the world four times 
and has seen nearly every mzLe of 
automobile under almost every con- 
ceivable condition.

turn to America recently from two 
yersrs ia India, Tibet, AfghanistsE, 
Halttchistan. V.'a^arstan and Malaga, 
he at once bccaaie interested ia the 
-Chrysler Six. An engineer with a 
rival company described this car as 
being conrentiocal only to the ex- 
tent thnt it used gasoline for fuel 
and had four wheels. In every •way, 
Thomas -fas told, the car •n-as in 
advance of anything on the market.

He was at 
one time a member of the faculty of 
Princeton Univcrsitr.
